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Egyptian leader 
vows revenge for 
deadly attack

CAIRO 
Militants detonated a bomb 
inside a crowded mosque Friday 

and then sprayed gunfire on 
panicked worshippers as they 
fled the building, killing at least 
235 people and wounding at 
least 109 others. Officials called 
it the deadliest terrorist attack 
in Egypt’s modern history. 

The scale and ruthlessness of 


the assault, which occurred in a 
small town in the insurgency- 
racked Sinai Peninsula, sent 
shock waves across the nation, 
not just for the number of 
deaths but also for the choice of 
target. Attacks on mosques are 
rare in Egypt, where the Islamic 
State group has targeted Coptic 
Christian churches and pilgrims 
but avoided Muslim places of 
worship. 

The attack injected a new 
element into Egypt’s struggle 
with militants because most of 


the victims were Sufi Muslims, 
who practice a mystical form of 
Islam that some extremists 
deem heretical. And it under- 
scored the failure of President 
Abdel-Fattah el-Sissi, who has 
insisted he needs to crush politi- 
cal opposition to combat the 
threat of Islamist militancy, to 
deliver on his promises of secu- 
rity to Egyptians. 

“We will respond to the ter- 
rorist attack in Al Rawda,” el- 
Sissi vowed in a televised 
speech. “The military and the 
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Muslim worshippers stand outside the al-Rawdah mosque after it 
came under attack Friday by militants in Bir al-Abd, about 15 miles 
outside the North Sinai provincial capital of el-Arish, Egypt.

Safety is 
key when 
using 
ride-share 
services

You settle into the backseat of 
the Uber car and close your eyes 
because happy hour turned into 
four. 

Then you remember the basic 
safety rules of ride-sharing — 
the rules you should have 
thought of two minutes earlier. 

So you check your phone for 
the picture Uber sent you of the 
driver. Friendly looking woman, 
sort of resembles your aunt. 

Then you look into the rear- 
view mirror and you see a guy 
who looks like Jack Nicholson in 
the final scenes of “The Shin- 
ing.” 

Phony driver incidents have 
sprung up all over the country. 
Often it’s just a money thing. 
Sometimes it’s more. 

Last month, an Overland Park 
man was accused of posing as 
an Uber driver, picking up in- 
toxicated women in Westport 
and the Power & Light District 
and raping them. Last year, 
police say, a man and woman at 
Power & Light hopped into what 
they thought was an Uber car. 
When the man had to step out 
to relieve himself, the driver, 
another fake, sped off and raped 
the woman in Overland Park. In 
May, a Rhode Island man, pos- 
ing as an Uber driver, was 
charged with kidnapping and 
sexually assaulting a 15-year-old 
girl. 

And sometimes such crimes 
are committed by real ride- 
share drivers.
